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M/R; 33ae Memorsmdum referred to injara basic communication, requested RSA 
concurrence in the effects of the budget reduction to the Navy Crypto Budget. 
PROD (Mr. Raven) concurs with SIGINT related portions of the memo. CSEC 
(Mr. Flaherty) concurs in general with the cryptographic portion but questions 
the validity of Army and Air Force link encryption equipment procurement 
figures, particularly the dollar amounts, used in referenced memo for comparison 
with related Navy procurement figures. (The Army Signal Communications Security 
Agency was unable to verify the figure of $47.5 million^eited for Army. No 
attempt was made to verify the figure attributed '^to^^e Ai^ Force.)
